Bailey also was vice president 


of the Triangle Advertising Agen- 
cy, Chicago; piesident of the Apol- 
lo Theater Company, Princeton; 
and one of the organizers and * 
partner m the Bailey Enterprises, 
which own a ciicuit of theaters in. 
this territory. 


The Weekly Republican was es- 


tablished in 1847 and was purchas-
